The third, and last session in the series of Office orientations 
for GTR personnel was hsld on 8 March. A total of 199 OTR employees 
attended the three sessions. The one-day program consisted of a 
review of the history and mission of OTR and descriptions by the 
school and staff chiefs of the activities for which they are responsible.

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We understand from the Director of the Foreign Service Institute, 
Howard Sollenberger, that the Civil Service Cemmieeion would like a 
bigger hand la the coordination of language training la government.

the search for activities where additional coordination might be fruitful 
and yet bring about saving#.
